A dispatch from Berlin to the! 

London Times states that the Ger-; 

■ 

man postoffice department has put 
forward a scheme to connect the 
general postoffice in that city with | 
the various branch offices by the 
construction of an underground 
railway, by. means of which the 
more rapid distribution of the mail 
bags to and from the mail trains 
will be effected at a speed of about 
25 miles an hour. The railway 
will be worked without a guard or 
driver, and the tunnel, which will 
be placed close beneath the road 
surface, is to be only 29 inches in 
height by 71 inches in width. 
Each truck or car is intended for 
the conveyance of a large-sized 
mail bag. The train will be com¬ 
posed of a dwarf electric locomo¬ 
tive and not more than four trucks. 
The locomotive will have a pair of 
axles, each furnished with a motor. 
The line will be double-tracked 
throughout and will have a 16:13- 
inch gage. Over each track will be 
conductor rails. A trench will be 
provided between the two lines of 
rails, so that a man will be able to 
pass through the tunnel. The 
railway is to be operated by elec¬ 
tricity. The construction of these 
tunnels for distribution of mails, 
the dispatch says, is regarded as a 
matter of certainty, as the nego¬ 
tiations between the .postal author¬ 
ities and city of Berlin have al¬ 
ready been concluded. 


COUNTY HAPPENINGS. 


California has learned, says the 
California Cultivator, not only that 
the ground may become water¬ 
logged by over irrigation, but that 
ill-considered drainage and the in¬ 
considerate use of water from wells 
may so lower the underground 
water plane as to threaten the 
reversion of large areas to unpro¬ 
ductiveness. The Geological Sur¬ 
vey has demonstrated that all the 
subterranean waters of 775 square 
miles in Southern California are 
connected, and that every well 
taps a common supply; and on 
this the water plane, which was 
twenty-three feet below the sur¬ 
face of the soil in 1868, is now fifty 
feet below. People can live be¬ 
yond their means in respect to 
water, as well as timber, oil, nat¬ 
ural gas, fish and game. 


A new market for leather, ac¬ 
cording to Le Franc Parleur, is to 
be found in Australia, concerning 
which this French journal says: 
“in districts of Australia the 
horse is shod with leather instead 
of iron. The feet receive better 
support. This novelty is employ¬ 
ed only in regions where the 
ground is permanently covered 
with grass or fine sand. In a 
country like Australia, where 
stocks are sometimes scarce and a 
horseman may experience great 
difficulty at a critical moment in 
finding a horseshoe, such an in 
novation is a useful novelty. With 
extra shoes whose weight is a trifle, 
and which can be fitted without 
trouble, it is practicable to travel 
without fear of the horse losing it s

A CLERK’S BLUNDER. 


Its Effect Upon the Fortunes of Our 
Revolutionary War. 

The element of chance as exempli¬ 
fied in the blunder of a copyist had an 
Important bearing on the result of our 
war for independence. As is well 
known, the crisis of the military be¬ 
tween Great Britain and the revolting 
colonies was reached when General 
Burgoyne’s campaign was planned in 
London. The object was to strike a 
tremendous blow at the center of the 
Revolution. The British forces were 
to take possession of the Mohawk and 
Hudson valleys by a concentric march 
from Lake Champlain. Oswego and 
New York on converging lines toward 
Albany. The ascent of the Hudson by 
Sir William Howe’s army was essen¬ 
tial to the success of a scheme by 
which New England was to be cut off 
as by a wedge from the southern colo¬ 
nies. 

Orders were sent out from London 
for the advance of Burgoyne’s and St. 
Leger’s forces from Canada. At first 
Sir William Howe was merely inform¬ 
ed of the plan and was armed with 
discretionary pdwers, but finally a dis¬ 
patch was drafted positively ordering 
him to co-operate in the movement 
from New York. 

A British clerk made a hasty and 
very careless copy of the dispatch, 
which the minister. Lord George Ger¬ 
maine, found great difficulty in read¬ 
ing. He angrily reprimanded the cul¬ 
prit and ordered a fresh copy to be 
made without flaw or erasure. Being 
pressed for time and anxious for a 
holiday. Lord George posted off to the 
country without waiting for the fresh 
copy. 

The military order was laboriously 
copied in the clerk’s best hand, but 
when it was finished the minister was 
not there to sign it. It was pigeon¬ 
holed and overlooked when he returned 
and -was not sent to America until long 
afterward. Howe, being left w’ith full 
discretion, allowed himself to be drawn 
into military operations against Wash¬ 
ington’s army near Philadelphia. Bur¬ 
goyne’s army was entrapped, cut off 
from retreat and forced to surrender 
at Saratoga. 

Thus the fortunes of the Revolution¬ 
ary war turned upon the carefessness 
of a British clerk.—Chicago Record- 
Herald. 


SOAP BUBBLES. 


How Some Pretty and Marvelous Ef¬ 
fects May Be Produced. 

There are degrees of skill in all pas¬ 
times, but one would hardly think that 
there were specialists in the art of 
blowing soap bubbles. An article In 
the Windsor Magazine by Meredith Nu¬ 
gent, however, shows that some very 
pretty and marvelous effects may be 
obtained by the exercise of care and 
patience with soap and water. 

The first step Is to make a solution 
by rubbing pure white castile soap into 
a bowl partly tilled with water until a 
lather has been formed. Then remove 
every particle of lather, dip a clay pipe 
into the cleared solution and start to 
blow a bubble. 

If you can blow one six inches in di¬ 
ameter so that it will bang suspended 
from the pipe and will allow your fore¬ 
finger covered with the solution to be 
pushed through into the bubble with¬ 
out breaking, then the mixture is ready 
for use. 

Six bubbles may be blown, one inside 
the other. This is performed by dip¬ 
ping the end of a straw in the soapy 
water and after resting the wet end 
upon an Inverted plate or sheet of 
glass, which should have been previ¬ 
ously wet with the solution, blow a 
bubble six inches in diameter. 

Then dip the straw into the solution 
again, carefully thrust It through into 
the center of this first bubble and blow 
another. Continue in this manner until 
all the bubbles !jre in position. Great 
care must be taken that the straw is 
thoroughly wet with solution for fully 
half its length before each bubble Is 
blown. With practice ten or twelve 
bubbles may be placed inside of one 
another. 


A DISCARDED THRONE. 


kouis Napoleon’s State Chair, Which 
Was Not Used. 

On the eve of the Franco-German 
war when the Emperor Louis Napo¬ 
leon entered upon the conflict which 
ended so disastrously to himself and 
his countrymen a couple of strangers 
appeared at a German town. They 
brought with them a large packing 
case, which on their arrival was car¬ 
ried to a hotel. Here the unknown vis¬ 
itors remained some time and eventu¬ 
ally disappeared without paying their 
bill, which amounted to a considerable 
sum. 

The landlord, whose curiosity had 
often been aroused with reference to 
the possible contents of the case, at 
last determined to open it, and on do¬ 
ing so ‘found a handsomely designed 
and richly upholstered state chair. 
This was adorned with the French im¬ 
perial arms, eagle and Louis Napole¬ 
on’s monogram, and beneath it was a 
musical box which played when the 
cushion was sat upon. 

It is supposed that the throne—for 
such It is believed to have been—in the 
event of success attending the French 
army was to have been used by the 
emperor at Berlin after the capture of 
the German metropolis. Fate, howev¬ 
er, spoiled the imperial plans; hence 
the sudden and precipitate flight of the 
custodians of the chair. The widow of 
the hotel keeper a few years later sent 
It to England, where it eventually 
found a purchaser.—Stray Stories.
